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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed on 03/16/03 have 
been considered but they are not persuasive. Applicant's argument that the AAPA in view of Distefano, Maggio, Gurevich, or Quirke does 
not teach the step of cutting interior portion of the integrated circuit package with a water jet is not persuasive. Firstly, claim 1 calls for 
cutting an integrated circuit package and access an interior portion of the integrated circuit package. Claim 1 does not call for cutting an 
interior portion of the integrated circuit package. Secondly, AAPA teaches cutting an interior portion of an integrated circuit package by a 
diamond blade saw. AAPA does not teach that a water jet cuts the integrated circuit package. However, the use of water pressure water 
jet to cut an integrated circuit; instead of a diamond blade saw is well known in the art. For example, Gurveich teaches that an electronic 
package or chip 12 is cut by suitable means known in the art, such as diamond stylus or high pressure water jet. It should be noted that an 
interior portion of integrated circuit package includes a chip. It should also be noted that applicant does not specify the components that 
are cut and located within the integrated circuit package. Applicant has requested a teaching from the prior art that teaches a water 
pressure approximately in a range of 50 to 2500 psi. Applicant's attention is directed to lines 4-7 of page 5 of the Final Office Action. 
Romanini teaches water jet cutter having a water pressure between 500 psi to 2500 psi.. 
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
